ployee  or  employees  shall  not  be  employed  for  such 
longer  period  more  often  than  once  during  any 
twenty-eight-day  period  and  then  not  sooner  than 
fourteen  days  following  such  longer  period  of  em¬ 
ployment. 

2.  After  an  existing  agreement  respecting  condi¬ 
tions  of  employment  has  expired,  or  where  no 
agreement  was  in  force  at  the  time  these  regulations 
were  approved,  an  employee  may  be  employed 


above  ground  at  or  about  a  quarry  or  metallurgical 
works  for  whatever  period  longer  than  eight  hours 
in  any  twenty-hour  hours  may  be  necessary  to  make 
a  change  of  shift,  only  in  cases  where  an  agreement 
between  employer  and  employee  permits  it,  and 
every  employer  making  such  an  agreement  with  his 
employees  shall,  within  ten  days  after  the  making 
of  the  agreement,  send  a  copy  of  the  agreement  to 
the  Minister,  if  the  agreement  is  in  writing,  and  if 
not  in  writing,  shall  send  a  written  summary  of  the 
agreement  to  the  Minister. 

3.  These  regulations  shall  not  apply  to  opera¬ 
tions  to  which  Orders  in  Council  No.  1098,  ap¬ 
proved  February  21st,  1941,  and  No.  313,  approved 
February  11th,  1949,  are  applicable.

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.
